Philadelphia, Dec. 19— District Attor- 


ney Graham today filed with the su- 
preme court an answer for the com- 
monwealth to the petition of United 
States Senator M. S. Quay, his son, 
Richard R. Quay, and former State 
Treasurer Hay\vood, in which the de- 
fendants asked the supreme court for a. 
rule to show cause why the writ cer- 
tiorari should not be issued and take 
up the 
examination of the case in 


•which the three defendants are charg- 
ed with a conspiracy for the misuse of 
state funds on deposit in the People's 
bank. 


True bills of indictment were return- 


ed by the grand jury against the de- 
fendants and their trial was fixed for 
Monday, December 12, but on Decem- 
ber 10 Justices Green and Williams of 
the supreme court granted a rule asked 
for by the defendants and fixed Jan- 
uary 7 as the time tor hearing the ar- 
gument In his paper the district at- 
torney makes a specific denial of all 
allegations advanced by Senator Quay 
and his co-defendants. 


The district attorney says the state- 


ment that the defendants could not 
obtain a fair trial is "scandalous and 
untruthful and a gross imputation up- 
on the 12 judges of the Philadelphia 
courts." And he declares it to be un- 
true, as charged in petition, that the 
prosecutions were inspired by Judge 
James Gay Gordon. 
Continuing, the 


answer says: "The prosecution does 
not 
depend 
upon verbal testimony, 


but upon written evidence created by 
the conspirators themselves in the pur- 
suit of cne object of their conspiracy. 


This evidence shows that the public 


funds of the commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania for years have been used by 
the conspirators for their private and 
unlawful gain. Interest has been al- 
lowed by the People's bank on the de- 
posits of public money and paid to the 
accused. In some cases it was placed 
as individual deposit of the accused in 
their bank account, and checked out 
by them along with their own moneys 
in the same account. In other in- 
stances the cashier's checks and drafts 
have been made payable to the ac- 
cused for certain sums of interest on 
public money and these 
documents, 


bearing the endorsement of the ac- 
cused, showing a receipt by them of 
interest money paid, are in possession 
of the comonwealth.

"Washington, Dec. 19— At the opening 


of the senate's session today the vice- 
president announced the committee of 
the centennial celebration for the city 
of Washington as the capital of the 
nation as follows: 
Senators 
Hoar, 


Hale, Perkins, Simon, McLaurin, Clay, 
and Turley. Mr. Lodge, from the for- 
eign relations committee, favorably 
reported the following joint resolu- 
tion and asked for its immediate con- 
sideration: 


"That the president be and is hereby 


requested to communicate to congress, 
so far as same may be done without 
detriment to public interests, all In- 
formation in his possession concern- 
ing the certain alleged outrages com- 
mitted upon the person of Bishop Earl 
Cranstan and other American citizens 
in the city of Pc-kin, China, by the 
subjects of the emperor of China; and 
•what steps, if any, have been taken 
by the state department in the matter 
of demanding suitable redress and in- 
demnity therefore." 
The resolution 


was agreed to at once.

So Are the Pftnds of Many of His COB- 


fldiug Countrymen, 


New Haven, Dec. 19. — Gennarro Ag- 


none, an italian banker and pawnbroker 
doing business at 125 Hamilton street, is 
missing and, it is alleged, has fled with 
the deposits of hundreds of his fellow 
countrymen. The amount of his defal- 
cations is not known, ae he removed all 
hie beoks from the safe before his de- 
parture, but it is believed to be over 
$10,000. It is said that he did a very brisk 
business of !*te, receiving deposits for 
drafts to be sent to the old country. He 
left his oiHca over a week ago, saying he 
would be back last Monday. He failed 
to return and no knowledge has been re- 
ceived as to his whereabouts. An at- 
tachment was placed on his office Satur- 
day, and when it became noised about 
that he had disappeared there was an ex- 
cited crovrU of men and women who had 
deposited money with him besieging the 
place. Agrnonc would promise 12 percent 
on money deposited, whereas other Ital- 
ian bankers would pay but 6 percent, 
and as he always paid the interest the 
deposits poured into his office at a lively 
rate. Many of his depositors had taken 
their money out of other banka to get the 
higher rate of interest. Last 
week 


Thursday an Italian who had accumu- 
lated $1589 handed over the entire amount 
for the purpose of having a money order 
awaiting him when he reached Italy. 
He sailed the next day and it is the be- 
lief that that amount is included in the 
embezzlement.

Savannah, Ga., Dec. 19.—The featura 


of the president's day in this city was 
lite visit to the OeorgU agricultural and 
mechanical college. This is an institu- 
tion for colored persons, supported by 
the state of Georgia. Its president is R. 
R. Wright, colored, who v. as recently ap- 
pointed by President McKinley a pay- 
rr-ster in the volunteer army with tn« 
ra»;k of major, but who has resigned and 
returned to the school. 


There were no elaborate cercises con- 


nected with the visit. The pupils wera 
patherad in the chapel. 
Mr. McKinley , 


was introduced by the president of t!he ' 
college. 
He said:

words and the exalted sentiments which ! 
have been uttered by the gentleman ' 
whom you delp^ated to speak in your < 
behalf.

His idea is 
to have the trolley pole stand upright, 
being supported by two springs which 
will hold the wheel against the wire 
with sufficient firmness.

wheel, and which he believes will not 
leave the wire for any ordinary cause. 
The position of the pole is such that 
there %\ ill be no changing at the ends 
of the line, and this feature alone Mr.

Mr. Daniels is working out 
his ideas on a small scale. He has 
purchased a toy car and equipped it 
with a. trolley of the kind above de- 
scribed and is also building a track for 
the car to run on. The track will have 
grades and curves and the trolley wire 
iriU have switches, so that on this 
email scale the invention can be tested. 
If this tost is satisfactory arrange- 
ments will be made to give the trolley 
a practical test on an «Jectric car.

Falco, were arrested by United States 
o;;icers and the local police late Satur- 
day afternoon on suspicion of having 
been the organizers of the gang of 
eiiuntf'rfeit "yhovers" who have been 
operating: in ..uis city so disastrously 
to merchants for the last month. The 
couple were taken to Fittsfield that 
evening-, and appeared before Un.tpd 
States commissioner E. M. Wood. Th--y i 
were held for a hearing before him 
m-xt Friday, and were placed under 
S,")00 bonds each, going to jaU in de- 
i. iilt of Luit.. 


Their arrest was the result of hard 


v.-nrk by locaJ and government officers, 
and whether they prove to have been 
the chief workers in disposing of the 
"queer" money or not, it is certain 
tl.at their arrest will put a stop to 
many moie attempts to put ihe money 
in circulation here. 
They are not ac- 


cused of malting the money, and care- 
ful investigation of several clues have 
brought the officers to the opinion, 
stated in The Transcript last week, 
that the money v/aa made elsewhere, 
probably 
in 
New York 
city, and 


brought here In large QUA itities. 


There is a larg-2 lot oi' evidence on 


which to base the government's case 
ag-ai. st the couple. 
EalTaele is ac- 


cused of passing the money in Ben- 
mngton, and his -wife of attempting to 
pa&a it at the store of me New Eng- 
land Butter company in this city. The 
chief evidence will be the identifica- 
tion of the two by merchants to whom 
they offered bad quarters. 


Considerable 
other 
evidence 
was 


fnund in the search of the house on 
Ryan's lane in which they were ar- 
rested. 
There were found a 
large 


number of five cent packages of to- 
bacco of different brands, and other 
small articles which a man would 
naturally purchase in attempting- to 
dispose of bad money in small de- 
nominations. 
There were also about 


300 dimes of good moneys and 
a 


large'bundle of nickels done up in a 
hardkerchief. 


In view cf the way in which the 


bad quarters were passed, these would 
be the most natural results of their 
work to be disclosed by a search if 
they were guilty. 
Whoever wanted 


to pass the money would go into a stnre 
buy a five cent article, and receu c in 
change for his Quarter 20 cents in 
good money. 


De Falco also had when arrested 


about ?75 in b lib while his wife had a 
smaller amount. 
He explained this 


money by saying he was planning to 
go to New York in a few days after 
some "goods." The dimes and nickels 
he did not attempt to explain. 
There 


v. as in the

n, trunk full of 


macaroni and five large casks of wine. 
The man's reputation is not of the 
best, he hiving been 
fined 
$50 for 


maintaining a liquor nuisance on State 
street last May. He carries a number 
of scars which are apparently the re- 
sult of former wounds. 


It is hoped that their arrest will be 


the means of securing some 
cliie 


which will lead to the disclosing of the 
local "gang'1 which has been putting 
out the money, if there was one, and 
also to the finding of the plint where 
the monej' was marie. Secret service 
officers all over New Kngland and in 
New York have been working on the 
case, and as this city was the first 
place in which the 
bad 
money is 


known to have appeared, it is thought 
that the source of the money can be 
traced from here if from anywhere. 


The arrest hera Saturday was the 


result of two different clu?s starting 
from

together to point to the couple under 
arrest. When the counterfeits first ap- 
peared Chief Kendall was 
at once 


notified, and went to wr-rk on the ca.=:e. 
He soon came to the conclusion, which 
was later reached in other cities, that 
the bad money was being put out by 
gangs of Italians. Offlcfr Rosasco was 
put to work on the cas™ at once, and 
he was working on the matter in 
this city, when word came from Ben- 
nington that two Italians were passing 
the bad money th°re. HP went to the 
town, and succeeded in identifying the 
two men who were doing the business 
as from this city.

MET ON THE BRIDGE, 


Narrow Escape from Fright- 


ful Accidenton Fitchburg 


at Hoosick Junction. 


TWO TRAINS MEET HEAD ON, 


Passenger Engine 
Badly 
Damaged 


Last Night. 
Engineer from This 


City Badly Hurt This Morning. 


Saturday s Smashup, 


Saturdayafternoon'sbad wreck on the 
Fitchburg, described below, was fol- 
lowed Sunday evening by one that had 
in it the possibilities of one of the most 
frightful accidents of years, and which 
WSB prevented from resulting in loss 
of life orJy by a narrow margin. Thr- 
fast express leaving this city at 8.04 
met a freight while crossing the high 
bridge at Hoosick Junction, the two 
engines coming together with a crash 
that badly damaged 
the 
passenger 


engine. 


On account of the wreck Saturday, 


trains going both ways were using the 
west bound track. A freight that had 
been standing on a sidetrack started 
out onto the main track just before the 
express came along. The latter does 
not stop at the junction, and was going 
rapidly. The engineer, however, saw 
the freight, and both engines were 
quickly slowed down. There was not 
time, however, to stop them entirely. 


The firemen made ready to jump, 


but were prevented by the height of 
the bridge. As it was no o*ie was hurt, 
but the engines were damaged, the 
passenger engine so much so that a 
substitute had to be used to take the 
train on. 


Local Engineer Hurl. 


C. A, Cook, an engineer on the Fitch- 


burg, and living on Bank street in this 
city, was injured this morning by an 
accident to his engine He took the 
9.28 passenger going west this morn- 
ing, and when near Jolinsonville his 
engine "stripped herself." 
Mr. Cook 


was injured, but in just what way 
could not be learned. He was taken to 
the Troy 
hospital, and first reports 


said 
he was 
dangerously 
injured. 


Later reports, however, said he was ' 
not in a serious condition. 


Saturday'* Kear End Collision. 


Another disastrous collision for the 


Fitchburg road occurred Saturday af- 
ternoon on the west bound track be- 
tween North Pownal and Petersburg. 
A west-bound freight had broken in 
two, necessitating a stop, near a sharp 
curve in the deep cuts near the river, 
in order to make connection again 


Before it could be effected, however, 


a second freight dashed 
around 
the 


curve and right into the rear of the 
first one. The engineer of the second 
train, Charles "Weiner of Mechanic- 
vine, N. T., jumped in time to save his 
life, though not to escape serious in- 
juries. 


His engine crashed through seven or 


eight of the rear cars of the first train, 
then turned bottom up, with wrecked 
cars from both trains piled upon and j 
about it. The chaotic mass took fire 
from the furnace of the locomotive 
and burned all the afternoon and even- 
ing. 


The trainmen set about saving as 


much as they could at once and a car 
of fruit and another of furniture were 
pulled out of the wreck. They were 
unable to save the other cars for they 
were 
burned. 
The 
wreck 
burned 


fiercely till late in the evening, and 
when the train from Troy, due here 
at 7 p. m. passed the wreck the pas- 
sengers were able to locate the wreck 
half a mile away by the flames. The 
engine was buried so completely that 
it could not be seen. The -west-bound 
track was completely blocked and the 
east-bound 
track 
between the two 


places was used as a single line. Wreck 
trains were dispatched to the scene of 
the wreck at once, but the wrecking 
crews were unable to do much until 
the fire was extinguished. 


Engineer "Weiner, who was not only 


badly cut about the head and side, but 
was also injured internally, was taken 
to a hospital in Troy.
